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FCC Highlights

"The FCC action to reallocate 220-222 
Mhz (to the Land Mobile Services) has 
been greeted with anger and disbelief in 
the Amateur Radio Community." reports 
the ARRL. "...work is being done in the 
administrative/judicial track to ensure 
that we take advantage of every available 
opportunity to seek reconsideration or, 
if necessary, court reversal of the 
reallocation. "...Preparation and submission 
of a Petition for Reconsideration (was to 
be) the first priority for ARRL as soon 
as the Report and Order (was) released... 
"In this case that may not be necessary, 
because no reallocation will take place 
_ until rules are adopted for the assignment 
of 220-MHz frequencies to land mobile 
stations -- +a Separate rulemaking 
proceeding which is likely to be very 
time-consuming." (ARRL Letter 08/24/88). 


The FCC has advised all VEC*s and the 
ARRL that it will not grant extensions of 
the of the 365-day term of Certification 
of Successful Examination (CSCE) 
certificates. A CSCE is issued by VE 
teams when examinees pass a portion, but 
not all of an amateur operator license 
test necessary for license issuance. 
".,.often re-examination is administered 
within weeks, or days or even hours of 
the failed examination" and Section 97.23 
allowed up to 365 days to allow persons 
with unusual circumstances, such as 
illness, additional time to be reexamined. 
(ARRL Letter 08/24/88, W5YI Report 
08/15/88). 


The FCC received information that the 
Government of the Republic of Korea has 
authorized Amateur Radio Station 6K24SO 
to exchange third-party messages for 
athletes and members of the US Olympic 
team with amateur stations in the United 
States during the ‘period 0001 UTC 
O9701/88?° = "2600 (OTS 10/05/83. 
Accordingly, FCC has no objections. 
(ARRL Letter, 08/24/88). 
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"The ARRL Board of Directors voted (last 
July) to help settle the repeater 
coordinator dispute by offering its 
services to arrange for binding arbitration 
through the American Arbitration 
Association. "The board affirmed its 
position that there can only be. one 
recognized frequency coordinator for a 
given band and geographical area . 
"Where an existing coordination 
mechanism is in significant dispute, no 
coordinator will be listed in the ARRL 
Repeater Directory until a settlement has 
been made. "The primary disputes are in 
Kansas City and Southern California." 
(W5YI Report, 08/15/88). 


"The FCC has prepared a draft copy of a 
Bulletin entitled 'How to Administer an 
Examination for a Novice Class Operator 
License' and has circulated it to all VECs 
for their comments. "The six page 
instructions details VE requirements, 
Novice operator license requirements, 
Form 610 preparation, examination credit, 
designing and administering the 
telegraphy (Element 1A) and written 
(Element 2) examinations and completion 
of the Administering VE's Report. "It is 
permissible to obtain the telegraphy 
examinations from a supplier, "The FCC 
has suggested that the stipulated 
characters 'may' be used." (W5YI Report, 
08/15/88. 


"Hams in Boulder, Colorado have suffered 
a severe setback in their attempts to 
overturn the county's restrictive 35 foot 
antenna height restriction after a ruling 
by a federal court judge said that 
permitting only a small number of hams 
with antennas over that height complies 
with the terms of PRB-1." Two requests 
for 125 foot towers were turned down. 
The Federal Court Judge "...found in 
favor of the county, ruling (1) It was 
reasonable for the county to deny the 125 
foot variance requests because of 
Boulder's unusual panoramic view, unusual 
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winds, safety factors and property 
valuation; and (2) because another 
amateur had already obtained a variance 
for an antenna higher than 35 feet and 
this presumably fulfilled any of the city's 
emergency communications needs." The 
judge "...took the view that PRB-1 did 
not apply to individual amateur operators, 
but rather to the Amateur Radio Service 
as a whole. "She therefore determined 
that her decision is not an absolute 
prohibition on amateur radio in Boulder 
County, since the county was not 
precluding ham operations. "Selectively 
permitting one or two hams to have 
antennas. in excess of the 35 foot 
restriction, she believes, meets the terms 
of PRB-1." etc., etc. (Westlink Report, 
09/02/88). 


A California Amateur has petitioned FCC 
to redefine. frequency coordinators "in 
terms of recognition by regional owners 
or trustees of amateur repeaters remote 
bases and auxiliary links," instead of 
recognition by all amateur operators in a 
region or locality whose stations are 
eligible to engage in repeater or auxiliary 
operation. The FCC~-replied: "The 
petitioner's proposal runs contrary to the 
fundamental premise upon which the 
Commission originally adopted the current 
definition of frequency coordinator in 
1986. At that time the Commission stated: 
"Several coordinators urged us to 
establish some mechanism to officially 
recognize local or regional coordinators. 
"Others were concerned about the 
potential for abuse of power at the local 
level. “Another concern was exclusive 
rights to coordinate within a geographical 
area. "It is essential that repeater 
coordinators respond to repeater owners 
but also to those users of spectrum 
affected by repeater operation. "Their 
‘authority is derived from the voluntary 
participation of the entire amateur 
community: their recognition must be 
derived from the same source. ":We 
believe the new rules will assure that a 
coordinator is representative of all local 
operators." (W5YI Report, 09/0178). 
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A brief of FCC's response to a petition 
by William Cantwell (Cal! sign and 
location not given) requesting three 
changes to the amateur operator license 
examination system follows: 1. Each 
examinee should be allowed to choose the 
format of the telegraphy examination. 
FCC; In the interest of efficient 
administration and grading of telegraphy 
examinations, it is not desirable to 
complicate further duties of the 
Administering VEs by requiring them to 
use the format choice selected by an 
examinee. 2. Give VEs authority to waive 
the telegraphy examination for any 
examinee who intends to operate solely 
on frequencies at 50 MHz and above in 
the voice mode. FCC; After careful 
review in 1983, it was decided to retain 
the present structure which requires 
telegraphy skill for every class of 
amateur operator license. 3. Give i 
Technician operator privileges at 50 MHz 
and above to a person who holds any 


‘type of commercial operator license issued : 


by FCC. FCC; The knowledge needed to 
pass an examination for a commercial 
telephone or telegraph license is not the 
same as that needed to pass the written 
examinations for a Technician Class — 
operator license. (W5YI Report, 09/01/88). 


Permission from FCC to rebroadcast all. 
shuttle communications via amateur radio 7 
is sought by Joe Wolos, WALOCK. "The 
Hampden County Radio Association 
(WINY) rebroadcast shuttle 
communications during the Tony England 
WOORE 1985 shuttle mission with great 
success. "Since an amateur was on board, 
the FCC granted a waiver of the 
broadcast prohibition during the Tony 
England flight - but no such waiver 
exists for all shuttle communications.” 
(W5YI Report, 09/01/88). t 


A petition proposing FCC appropriately 

amend it's amateur license records upon 
receiving a notice signed by three Extra i 
Class licensees that an amateur licensee 
had moved to a specific new address or f 
had died, has been denied. "In denying | 
the petition, FCC stated "The petitioner 
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has focused upon a problem that is 
inherent in the systematic keeping’ of 
records--inaccuracy of non-currency of 
the data because of a failure by those 
responsible to advise the record keeper of 
changes." FCC went on to say the 
responsibility must remain in the hands of 
the individual licensee, or if the licensee 
is deceased, a relative. "...Thus it is 
unlikely that the accuracy of the data 
base would be improved and it could, in 
fact, be made more inaccurate if the 
proposed amendments were adopted."

DONALD K. DENEUF, WAISPM, SK. 
Donald K. De Neuf died on July 24, 1988 
at Southbury, CT at age 81. He was well 
known for his many articles published in 
the Radio Club Proceedings, the Sparks 
Journal of the Society of Wireless 
Pioneers, The Old Timer's Bulletin of the 
Antique Wireless Association and other 
publications. The papers also have been 
reprinted by overseas publications such as 
the Royal Naval Amateur Radio Society's 
News Letter. A leading philatelist, he 
was the author of the cover story "EE 
Heros and Events" published in the Aug- 
ust 1983 issue of the IEEE Spectrum, 
which reviewed the issuance of postage 
stamps throughout the world to honor 
pioneers of electrotechnology. 
Life Member of the IEEE, and President 
of the Society of Wireless Pioneers. He 
had been awarded the Marconi Memorial 
Gold Medal of Honor by the Veteran 
Wireless Operators Association, and the 
Ralph Batcher Memorial Award by The 
Radio Club. The government of Italy 
awarded him its Knight Officer of the 
Order of Merit in recognition of his work 
in the Italian Radio Marine Medical 
Service. A memorial service was held on 
August 3rd at the Southbury United 
Church of Christ, Southbury, CT. 


AMATEURS ANGRY, DISMAYED AT FCC 
220-MHz ACTION. The FCC action to 
reallocate 220-222 MHz has been greeted 
with anger and disbelief in the Amateur 
Radio community. "What can we do to 
reverse this incredible decision?" is the 
question most often asked. 
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ARRL REPORT CONTINUED 


In the previous issue of The ARRL Letter 
and in a special insert to September OST, 
members were advised of what steps to 
take to line up Congressional support, 
Simultaneously, work is being done in the 
administrative/judicial track to ensure 
that we take advantage of every available 
opportunity to seek reconsideration or, if 
necessary, court reversal of the realloca- 
tion. 


A number of members have urged that 
legal action be taken immediately to 
block the reallocation. While it's possible 
to ask for immediate review of a Com- 
mission action by the U.S. Court of 
Appeals, in a complex proceeding it is 
better strategy to do so only after filing 
a Petition for Reconsideration with the 
Commission itself. Otherwise, the Court 
will be basing its review only upon the 
information previously brought before the 
Commission and the opportunity to place 
new, previously unavailable information 
into the record will be lost. Thus, FCC 
reconsideration of its action should be 
sought, irrespective of whether one 
believes it's possible, with mere facts, to 
change any minds at FCC on this issue. 


To be timely filed, such Petitions for 
Reconsideration must be received by FCC 
no later than 30 days following publica- 
tion of the final action (in this case, the 
Report and Order). Preparation and 
submission of a Petition for Reconsidera- 
tion will be the first priority for ARRL 
as soon as the Report and Order is 
released; at press time the Report and 
Order was not yet available, though it 
was expected to be released soon. 


Petitions for Reconsideration often are 
accompanied ‘by Petitions for Stay of the 
Effective Date of the action being recon- 
sidered. In’ this case that may not be 
Necessary, because no reallocation will 
take. place until rules are adopted for the 
assignment of 220-MHz’ frequencies to 
land mobile stations -+-a separate rule- 
making proceeding which is likely to be 
very time-consuming.

--- OIL TANKER FIRE --- 


On September 7, Amateur Radio once again played an important role in Beltway 
disasters when an oil tanker overturned and burned on the ramp at Rt 236 and the 
Capital Beltway in Annandale, VA. Details of the Amateur participation will be 
reported next month. 


--- PROPANE TANK FIRE EMERGENCY --- 


On the morning of August 4th, an underground propane storage tank caught fire after 
being refilled to capacity. The tank, capable of storing 400 gallons of liquid propane, 
was used for heating the swimming pool water of a private residence in McLean, 
Virginia. The fire had burned underground for some period of time before the 
residents became aware that they were in danger. | 


Fairfax County fire and rescue personne! including the hazardous materials unit 
responded to the scene to contain the fire and they recommended that an evacuation 
of the surrounding homes as soon as possible. The Fairfax chapter house of the 
American Red Cross was called in to provide for the comfort and safety of the 
evacuees. At 1500, shortly after receiving the call, Rose LaRocca, Director of Disaster 
Services called Ivan KA4NVW, Fairfax Co. AEC, at home to request that Amateur 
Radio communications be arranged between the scene of the incident, the evacuation 
shelter, and the chapter house. 


By about 1530, enough ham operators were contacted to cover the initial 
communications requirements. Glenn KA4REI responded to the chapter house to 
operate the Red Cross club station W4PAY, Tom W4LMW responded to the disaster 
scene, Dennis WA4QMS responded to the evacuation shelter being established in 
Longfellow School at Westmoreland Road and Kirby Road. Later in the afternoon, Jim 
KD3FP relieved KA4REI at the chapter house, and Tom WB9IRXJ assisted and 
“eventually relieved WA4QMS at the evacuation shelter. Tom WB4J, Jim K4JDM and 
Dave WD4PWK also volunteered their services, but the incident was resolved before 
they re needed. Permission was obtained from Allen WD4HLF to use the NVFMA 
146.9l/- repeater to establish communications. 


After the evacuation had begun, Fairfax County Fire officials found it necessary to 
allow the tank to burn itself out under controlled conditions because the ground over 
top of, and surrounding the tank was too hot for personne! to walk on. The burn off 
was completed safely just before 1900, and residents were allowed to return to their 
homes. The informal net closed at 1909 when Rose determined that communications 
were no longer necessary. | (Continued)

No personal injuries were sustained by anyone during the operation. Many thanks to | 
the hams who gave their assistance for this operation, and to WD4HLF and the 
NVFMA for the use of the Tysons Corner repeater. Also congratulations to the 
American Red Cross and Fairfax County Fire and Rescue for their fine service.

--- SPECIAL OLYMPICS SUMMER GAMES --- 


Seventy-two members of the Richmond area ARES provided communications for the 
Virginia Special Olympics Summer Games, which were held at the University of 
Richmond campus on Friday and Saturday, June 3 and 4, 1988. Earl N4&EXQ, SEC, 
directed the communications set-up. 


The activities for the Amateurs began at 1400 on Friday and the day concluded at 
2200. On Saturday at 0700, several Amateurs arrived early and erected a forty foot 
tower with a VHF antenna at the Robins Center, and communications began at 0800 
and ended at 2200. 


This was the third consecutive year the Amateurs have provided communications for 
the Games. The Committee announced that the ARES group has been selected as 
official communicators for next year because of the "...continuing outstanding service 
to the Committee and its participants." On behalf of the ARES participants, Earl 
accepted a plaque recognizing their service. The award will be placed in the ARES! 
newly acquired twenty-six foot emergency communications van. Plans are being made 
for this event next year on Friday and Saturday, June 2 and 3, 1989. 


Even though the Amateurs were very tired at the conclusion of this event, all had a 

good feeling that they had participated in a very worthwhile and heart-warming 

activity. Amateurs received commendations from the president of the Virginia Special 

Olympics Committee, the games director, and the chief of the Henrico Police

--- TRUCK FIRE --- 


ARES communications supported the evacuation of stranded motorists and nearby 
residents when a truck fire closed down both the inner and outer loops of the 
Washington Beltway at route 193 (just south of the American Legion Bridge) on 
Friday, 12 August 1988 at 1610. The Beltway remained completely blocked in both . 
directions for four hours and it was 2100 Saturday night before all lanes were 
reopened. 


At 1700 Friday, the Fairfax County ARES was notified by the Red Cross that due to 
the hazard of the cargo of the burning truck, an oxidizing agent enroute to a water 
purification plant, evacuation of individuals from their cars on the Beltway and from 
nearby homes would be required. A Red Cross shelter was to established at Langley 
High School. Red Cross officials requested ARES communications be established 


_between the shelter and the Red Cross Chapter House in Merrifield, Va. This link was 


to be used to assist Red Cross managers in ‘both locations to make decisions and 
coordinate activities, supplies, and Red Cross personnel.

After receiving the call at his office in Silver Spring, Joe WB4WZZ (EC for Fairfax 
Co.) was able to dispatch Glenn KA4REI and Rob KB6KBA to the Chapter House, and 
Tom N4BYF to the shelter via phone prior to leaving for the disaster site. Joe also 
contacted Al KN3U (DEC for Maryland & DC). Al contacted Ken N3AQG (EC for the 


District of Colombia) to advise him that ARES had been activated and to request that 


Ken monitor the NVFMA 146.91- repeater to respond to calls for information and to 
begin a list of volunteers. 


Brad WA4YVM was contacted by radio and asked to defeat the sub-audible tone 
control on the 147.045+ machine to enable it to be used for the operation. Dennis 
WA4QMS and Frank KA8PUU (EC for the Military District of Washington) checked-in 
and were both asked to provide phone relays which included maintaining contact 
between the Red Cross Disaster Chairman and WB4WZZ until the Red Cross Chapter 
House Station W4PAY could be activated. Al WD4HLF was also contacted to obtain 
permission to use 146.91- for the Disaster net if trouble developed with 147.045+. Ivan 
KA4NVW (Assistant EC for Fairfax Co.) also came up on frequency and was asked to 
notify Chuck N4HCP and Craig N4EFJ. The Chapter House was manned at 1745 and 
the shelter at 1750. 


Because Joe was delayed enroute to the shelter by traffic, a decision was made to 
move WA4QMS from his home in North Arlington to the shelter to assist Tom. Joe 
proceeded on to the Chapter House. At this point no firm estimates of the possible 
duration of the incident were available but guesses were that operations could extend 
to midnight or later. Until further identification could be made of communications 
requirements,no other operators were to be activated. 


Upon arrival at the shelter, N4BYF found that he could not reliably communicate 
through WA4YVM/R on 147.045+, so the operation was transferred to 146.91-. As the 
night progressed, it was decided to move the net to the 147.21+ AMRAD repeater to 
free the popular .91 machine for use by motorists stuck in the 70 mile backup. 
Permission for use of the AMRAD repeater was quickly received from Sandy WB5MMB. 


By about 2030, the evacuees were allowed to return to their vehicles and homes. A 
total of 160 homes had been evacuated. By 2200, food for the 130 police, fire fighters, 
Virginia DOT personnel, and others on the scene had been provided by the Red Cross 
and things had settled down. It was evident that there would be personne! on the 
scene all night so the Red Cross decided to keep its mass feeding van on the scene. 
Since the Red Cross van was in the hands of Tom Tanner, a very experienced Red 
Cross volunteer, the decision was made that he could handle the balance of the night 
without communications to the Chapter House and W4PAY was secured. To maintain a 
reliable link to the Chapter Disaster Chairman (who was going home), it was decided 
to keep a ham with autopatch capability with the mass feeding van. WB4WZZ went to 
the scene and relieved N4BYF and WA4QMS. Joe stayed with the Red Cross van until 
released at 0100. 


The Fairfax County ARES would like to thank all those who participated. In addition, 
a special "thank you" to the hams who consciously minimized their use of the various 
repeaters used--their cooperation is greatly appreciated.

--~ POWER STATION DRILL --- 
Forty-four RACES members provided primary communications under the directions of 


the Virginia Department of Emergency Services for the North Anna Nuclear Power 
Station drill on June 28, 1988. RACES was activated at 1318 and shut down at 2020. 


_ RACES operators furnished their own equipment for HF, VHF voice, and VHF packet 


stations at the Virginia Department of Emergency Services in Richmond, as well as at 
Emergency Operation Centers in Caroline, Hanover, Louisa, Orange, and Spotsylvania 
counties. Also, operators set up VHF stations at the nuclear power station and News 
Media Center in North Anna. In addition, RACES operators set up a VHF station in 
the Virginia Capital District Red Cross mobile center, located at the Hanover 
Emergency Assembly Center. Several members operated HF and VHF voice and packet 
from their home. stations. 


RACES operated HF on VEN/A (3910 kHz.) with the fine assistance of net control 
stations and relay stations operating from their homes. VHF voice and packet were on 
the Richmond Metropolitan Repeater Association wide-area repeater, as well as the 
Culpeper repeater. RACES was the only communications link between the Virginia 
Emergency Operations Center and county emergency operations centers during part of 
the drill when all other communications links were disabled. 


A total of 102 messages were originated, sent, relayed, received, and delivered by 
RACES operators during this drill. RACES personnel have been commended by state 


and federal authorities for their outstanding performance.

Since ‘Novice Enhancement! split the Element 3 tests into 3A and 3B (general theory), 
volunteer examiners will begin to require proof that you are grandfathered for 
Element 3B. : 


If you presently have a Technician class license which was acquired prior to March 
21, 1987, have a copy of this license available when you decide to upgrade to General. 


If you were licensed as a Technician prior to March 21, 1987, be prepared to prove 
this by showing: 
i A copy of a Technician class license dated prior to March 21, 1987, the 
effective date of "Novice Enhancement" which split the tests. 


2. A copy of a certificate of successful completion of examination 
showing upgrade to Technician class before March 21, 1987. 


3. A photocopy of the appropriate page of the 1987 callbook showing 
the applicant as a Technician class. 


4, Furnish a Technician license showing a "Group C" callsign issued 
on or before April 1, 1987. These callsigns must be in series 
with but prior to: N@HUP, NIESO, N2HAM, N3FJN, N4PQZ, 
N4KHW, N4PBJ, N7JBW, N8ICR, N9GII, KHOAT, KH2CK, KH3AB, 
NH6IOQ, KH7AA, KH8AD, KH9AD, NL7KK, NP2CB and WP4EC. 


5. Furnish a letter stating the date of upgrade from the VEC that 
upgraded the applicant after cut-off for the 1987 callbook. (This 
must be on the VEC's letterhead and signed by the coordinating 
officer who forwarded the Form 610 to Gettysburg for issuance 
of the Technician class license. 


6. Any other document which will prove that the applicant passed a 
50 question test for Technician prior to March 21, 1987 


ALSO NOTE: Certificates of successful completion for theory tests are not always 
accepted. Check with the contact person for the exam you wish to take. 


All examinations require that you submit: 
Completed FCC Form 610, Copy of your current Amateur Radio license 
(bring original license). 


For ARRL VEC exams, you must also submit a $4.55 check made out to ARRL/VEC 
For Mountain VEC Exams, Novice tests are free. All others are $2.00 
For W5YI VEC Exams, the cost is $4.55. | 
For Laurel VEC exams, no charge.

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Bodkin Island Special Event

McHenry, and the U.S.S. Constellation. 
These events have been enjoyed by club 
members, and they have. provided 
excellent training opportunities. 


This year, we decided to be a bit more 
adventurous and located a smal! (2 acre) 
uninhabited island about 7 miles by water 
southwest of Kent Narrows in eastern 
Chesapeake Bay. The owner, who is 
selling the island, was kind enough to 
give his permission for us to use the 
island the weekend of 23-24 July.

That Saturday, a number of us got up 
well before dawn to check the weather, 
start towing W3GFS' boat, and moving 
supplies to Kent Narrows for the 8:00 
a.m. start of our Special Event on Bodkin 
Island. The NOAA weather forecast was 
not at all promising: fog in the morning 
followed by 90% chance of heavy rains, 
high winds and thunderstorms moving 
across our area later in the day. To 
avoid making a hasty decision we might 
regret later, it was decided to meet at 
Kent Narrows and cance! then, if 
warranted. 


The hardy, early arrivers gathered, talked 
in by N3FNF and W3DQI in his motor 
home. After a brief dockside meeting, we 


decided not to cancel, in hopes that the © 
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skies would remain merely overcast and 
the seas would remain calm long enough 
for us to transport and set up our 
equipment. Our second boat, graciously 
provided by K3QDC's friend W3PPK, 
arrived early. What a relief to see that 
it would hold a tremendous amount of 
Cargo and people! 


W3GFS left immediately for the island 
with KA3MFM, NA3T, N3FNF, the large 
antenna support poles, ropes and a tent. 
W3PPK followed at a slower pace with 
N3DUE, KA3HSC, K3QDC and much of the 
remaining gear. By 9:15 a.m., the first 
boat had reached scenic Bodkin Island, 
our home for the next 24 hours.

Set up of a tent was immediately begun 
as the best possible rain preventer, 
followed by a 2-meter antenna for 


communications back to Kent Narrows and 


to the boats. The second boat and all its 
gear arrived about 30 minutes later, 
allowing set-up to begin in earnest. 


The remaining people (WA30GZ, W3DQI, 
WA4AVU, KA3QPU and KQ3S) and gear 
were transported to the island by W3PPK 
and arrived about 11:00 a.m. Set-up 
proceeded quickly; fortunately, all the 


necessary supplies appeared to have been 


brought and could actually be found upon 

arrival. Three 30' poles were erected as 
the supports for two G5RV 
antennas and a 2-meter 
Ringo. A second Ringo was 
erected on a_ shorter pole.

contacts and local communications with 
‘Kent Narrows and the boats; the other 


VHF station stayed on the 147.105 


repeater for contacts around the 
Chesapeake and as a link back to Laure! 
via K3LDE. 
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two HF and two VHF operating positions. 
A tarp-and screen tent were erected for 
added shelter and sleeping accom- 
modations were provided with an 
assortment of pup tents. 


By about noon, everything was in place, 
and we were enjoying lunch with no rain 
as yet. The generator actually started, 
operations began ahead of schedule (2:00 
pem. was the scheduled start time), and 
the wind and rain followed shortly. First 
there was an occasional shower, then the 
rain became continuous and more intense, 
and finally accompanied by high winds. 
The weather forecast has been correct! 


While all this was going on, the two HF 
stations started racking up the contacts. 
A surprising number of hams told us that 
they had read or heard about our Special 
Event and were listening for us. 


Special Event set-up 


Considerable time was spent dealing with 
the elements (20 knot winds and heavy 
rain) during the afternoon and evening. 
Our tents were only about 25 feet from 
the seawall on the tiny island and 
received the full force of the storm. 
Tarps were added and new stakes and 
ropes were attached to the tents to 
prevent their collapse.

It required a continuous effort to keep 
things from blowing away and to keep 
the tents' interiors dry. While everyone 
eventually became drenched, we shared 
tent work in the rain and hamming 
inside. Despite our best efforts, some 
water did get in the operating tents; 
this required raising all AC lines and 
power supplies off the floor and a 
conscientious mopping-up effort to keep 
the water and AC well separated. 
Through it all, the stations remained on 
the air. | 


Just before supper, W3GFS was scheduled 
to take KQ3S, N3FNF and K3QDC back to 
the Narrows while returning with N3AUQ 
and Mardee. They departed on schedule, 
despite the bad weather, and found 
themselves navigating using a compass, 
depth gauge, and a few Hail Mary's, since 
land was only visible intermittently. The 
drop was made (KD3S and K3QDC seemed 
especially glad to get off the boat), 
return passengers were boarded and the 
trip was made during a brief let-up in 
the rain. Since the weather continued to 
deteriorate, W3GFS decided not to push 
his luck and cancelled the run scheduled 
for after dinner, thus stranding WA4AVU 
and KA3QPU on Bodkin Island for the 
night without sleeping or rain gear. 
They made do without complaint, sharing 
dry clothes and tent space with others. 


Dinner became the next experience. What 
WA30GZ and KA3HSC had planned as a 
delightful picnic dinner under a blue sky 
became a wet but cheery group huddled 
‘around the coleman stove in the dining

tent. The meal was enjoyed in shifts, 

since not everyone could fit in the tent — 
at one time, and the rig HAD to stay on 

the air! 


Evening wore on, contacts continued to 
be made and everyone had ample 
opportunity to demonstrate or improve his 
operating skills. About midnight, the rain 
slacked up and finally quit. The wind 
remained, helping to dry our soggy 
things. By 1:00 am., the night had 
grown pleasant: the moon was peeking 
through the clouds, lights could be seen 
on shore around us, and the sight was 


both beautiful and welcome. The worst 
was over! 
From this point on, our weekend 


proceeded as we had hoped it might. 
Equipment performed flawlessly, and all 
stations were manned in shifts except for 
a slight lull around 4:00 a.m. when the 
bands emptied. The sun came up, clouds 
went away, and yesterday's downpour ‘was 
forgotten. Breakfast was served to a 
hungry group of soggy, tired, and smiling 
hams who had made it through the night. 
WA4AVU, KA3QPU, NA3T and Mardee 
then left and N3FNF returned via another — 
shuttle run. 


By the time we closed down operations at 
11:30 a.m., there had been over 400 
contacts with 33 states, D.C., Puerto 
Rico, Canada and Great Britain. Tear- 
down was much less fun than set-up, but 
quicker. One trip each from W3GFS' and 
W3PPK's boats was sufficient to return 
everyone and all the gear. (Continued)

By 2:30, everyone had. loaded the gear 
into vehicles at Kent Narrows and was on 
the way home. 


Due to the location of the island and the 
difficulty and time required to obtain 
Supplies which had not been brought, the 
organizers of the event had to plan every 
detail, including food, shelter, equipment, 
transportation, and the scheduling of 
people. Contingency plans were made to 


minimize the impact of bad weather. or 
key equipment failure.

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Computer Revolution 


Remember 
computers first came out, and it was 
estimated that the world would not find 
use for more than four of these compli- 
cated, sophisticated equipments? Well, 
today most 6 year olds have their own 
computer. And no longer is a student 
restricted to the pace of the dumbest 
person in his class. Through the magic 
of computers, he can go at his own pace 
on just about any subject he is interested 
in. The challenges of his abilities and 
is imagination are boundless. Today many 
college level courses require that the 
.student have his own high capability 
computer - or at least easy access to 
one. 


The impact on medical technology is also 
phenomenal. Early uses were in cardiac 
pacemakers, which make use of a minia- 
ture inboard computer, and in the Jarvik- 
7 artificial heart. "The Jarvik-7 heart is 
‘probably the most romantic use for a 
personal computer in the world," says 
David DeJean, Senior Editor of PC 
Computing magazine. But these were just 
the first giant steps in medicine and PCs. 
In the September issue of PC Computing, 
DeJean reports on some of the incredible 
things that are already being done and 
the prospects for the future. Studies 
are now underway for such things as a 
permanent implant heart and artificial 
arms and hands. 


The idea of a very small intraventricular 
artificial heart that would be inserted 
into the natural heart is being studied by 
Dr. Robert Jarvik. The favored design 
now is a rotary blood pump that would be 
about the size of an, egg. The pump 
would replace the natural valve of the 
heart and the computer. would adjust the 
output of the heart to match the 
patient's demands. If you ‘needed total 
heart support, you'd get one of these 
devices in the cavity of the left ventricle 
and another one in the cavity of the 
right ventricle. Jarvik is using a 80386- 
based computer

The Utah Center for Engineering Design 
(CED) is working on the "Utah Artificial 
Arm and the Utah/MIT Dexterous Hand. 
The Artificial Arm is an electrically 
powered device for amputees, controlled 
by the signals generated by muscles in 
the wearer/s shoulder and remnant limb. 
It is already on the market. The 
Dexterous Hand has proven more chal- 
lenging but nine artificial hands have 
been developed for universities and 
research institutions. The device has 
three fully articulated. fingers and a 
thumb and is controlled by several Moto- 
rola 68020 processors. Dr. Stephen 
Jacobsen, at CED, does acknowledge the 
design limitations. "The idea of a fully 
functional artificial hand that attaches to 
an amputee's wrist will remain in the 
realm of science fiction for the foresee- 
able future, he says. "If you look at a 
real arm and just look at the parts count, 
it is enormous." "The way we're going 
to get ...better prosthetic limbs and 
hearts is by understanding biology and 
building them that way. Biology can 
make things like nothing else on earth." 
Studies continue to try to mimic nature! 


The computer's impact in your, own 
doctors's office may soon be felt by 
computer assistance in helping him reach 
his decisions and diagnosis. . Homer 
Warner at the University of Utah in 
Salt Lake City has worked over the last 
two decades pushing both medical and 
computer technology to new frontiers as 
he and his fellows searched for more 
sophisticated tools for computers in 
medicine: data-gathering instruments, very 
large databases, artificial intelligence 
techniques, main-frame computers and, 
recently, the use of personal computers. 


The first result was "Help," a hospital 


information system that collects and 
categorizes patient data, then applies 
some artificial-intelligence principles to 
suggest interpretations of the data to the 
attending physicians and to monitor 
potentially life-threatening conditions.

There are amateur artists, and amateur golfers and anateur swimmers; all 
people who are just learning their skills. Heaven knows all of us "Amateurs" are 
still learning, too, and there is something new to learn every day, but we sure aren't 
"amateurs." 


At the time of his death Vic Clark was trying hard to promote the use of "Amateur 
Radio" and "Radio Amateurs" in referring to our fraternity. Let's carry on his 
crusade. From now on, whenever we write about our service, capitalize the words to 
express our pride and to distinguish "Amateurs" from "amateurs."

Warner defines his goals for 'medical 
informatics' as "the rearranging of 
medical knowledge in a form that will 
make it more useful for decision making." 
The computer can use a rule-based system 
that never overlooks a relationship among 
symptoms, no matter how obscure. And 
it can see not just the number of 
patients one doctor can see in a lifetime 
but the volumes of patients that are 
included in its data base. "We'll be able 
to provide services to some doctor 
practicing all by himself in some remote 
area, he says. "That's where these 
expert systems may find their most 
dramatic application." 


Dr. Warner does not anticipate doctor 
resistance to the 'medical informatics.' 
When you think of the computer's poten- 
tial as a quality-control device, it will be 
a tremendous tool for protection against 
malpractice! "My gut feeling is that very 
soon .now it's going to reach a point 
where people are going to demand it." 
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"That's the way it is in medicine. You 
go for a long time with a lot of skeptics 
about a given technology. Then, almost 
overnight, it becomes malpractice if 
you're not doing it." 


Certainly nobody is ready to turn the 
world over to computers, yet, but 
personal computers have had a great 
influence on popular attitudes about 
what's "do-able." "There hasn't been 
time for but a small fraction of the 
applications to be worked through, so 
there's this backlog of do-able things 
with the existing micro-computer tech- 
nology, and it's getting done at a faster 
and faster pace by all kinds of different 
groups." 


Dr. Wagner says it more directly: "Every 
day, something new comes out that gets 
you convinced there's no end to what 
we're going to do with these little 
machines." -

to 
JON BINSTOCK - NK3D 


Eighteen year old Jonathan (Jon) Binstock - NK3D of Potomac, Maryland, was chosen 
to receive the honor of Westlink Report Young Ham of the Year. He received the 
award on September 3rd at the ARRL Southwest Division Convention at Disneyland in 
Anaheim, California. % om . 


Jon rose from the entry level Novice Class license to Extra Class in less than four 
months (at the age of 16) and immediately dedicated himself to public service. He 
was honored for his remarkable accomplishment and for then using his Amateur Radio 
for the betterment of his community. and the promotion of world peace. 


A number of examples of his efforts were cited: During a snowstorm last winter, 
when schools were closed, Jon used his radio gear in a 4-wheel drive vehicle to 
coordinate and help transport stranded nurses to hospitals and to get kidney patients 
to dialysis centers. | When Soviet leader Mikail Gorbachev came to the U.S. for his 
summit meeting with President Reagan and to sign the Intermediate Range Missile 
Treaty, young Jonathan helped to coordinate and furnish communications for a large 
rally in D.C. where more than 250,000 people took part. His activities there helped to 
avert several potentially serious incidents, including one in which Jon personally 
arranged for a mentally deranged individual to be given transportation home. 


His public service activities have managed to get him elected as one of the youngest 
Public Service Chairmen of the 200-member Montgomery County Amateur Radio Club. 
There, he is in charge of coordinating the all-volunteer Amateur Radio communications 
assistance for over twenty Washington, D.C. area events every year, including parades, 
community events, marathons, etc. 


At Wooton High Schoo! he was President of the school radio club and also became the 
chief disk jockey for school radio station. He also served with the school's Television 
Production Club, Lighting Crew and Visual Air Group and participated on the Track 
Team. In addition to all this, he made the school Honor Roll. 


As winner of this year's Young Ham of the Year Award, Jonathan received an 
expense-paid trip to the ARRL Southwest Division Convention (HamCon '88). At the 
Grand Banquet Saturday night, he received a plaque detailing his achievements and 
was presented with a piece of top quality YAESU equipment and several other gifts. 
The cost of the trip was underwritten by the YAESU USA Corporation of Cerritos, 
CA. The presentation was made by YAESU USA Vice President for Marketing, C.H. 
"Chip" Margelli - K7JA, Westlink Report Publisher Burt Hicks - WBéMQV, and Editor 
Bill Pasternak - WA6ITF. Jon's high school, Wooton High School of Potomac, 
Maryland, will also receive a complete set of Amateur Radio training materials from 
Gordon West's Radio School of Costa Mesa, CA. 


Westlink Report established the Young Ham of the Year Award in order to highlight 
the accomplishments “of the nation's young Amateurs, and to encourage the entry of 
more young people into the exciting and rewarding service. The Westlink Report is 
Amateur Radio's premiere bi-weekly news and information letter and is the oldest 
publication of its kind in the United States.
